REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method of 
manipulating samples where an superimposed digital microscopic image is one that has 
been straightened, has artifacts removed prior to superimposing the image and the 
translucency of the image can be modified is not found, taught, suggested nor found 
obvious in the prior art. 

2. The closest prior art used in the previous office action to Gauss discloses a 
method for taking samples from a polymer support but is silent In the step of 
superimposing a digital microscope image and the digital image has different 
characteristics prior to preparation and manipulation.
